It is from 
the pen of our esteemed and well-known § citizen, 
Mr. A. Odell, who has lived here long numbers of 
years and is well qualified to speak from actual ex- 
perience as well as general knowledge: 

THE DEVELOPMENT OF RICHMOND WITHIN THE 

NEXT TEN YEARS 

To those unacquainted with the conditions which 
have caused the phenomenal growth of Richmond, 
it sees ah unexplainable wonder; but to the one 
familiar with municipal development, and who has 
been on the ground with his eyes open, it is no mat- 

ter of amazement. 
| Many persons, when told of the reasons why Rich- 

mond must be a place of unusual fmportance, have 
réplied, ‘Well, if that is the case, why was there 
not a big city here long ago?’”’ The answer to that 
question, so easily made, gives an important reason 
for its unprecedentedly rapid development. The city 
has been a need here for years, but the want of title 
to the lands made its building an impossibility. San 
Pablo Rancho, a Spanish, or Mexican, grant, consist- 
j ing of more than SEVENTEEN thousand acres, and 
j;embracing the southerly end of Contra Costa County, 
i from. San. Francisco Bay, northward as far as Sum- 
mit Reservoir, on the Alameda County side, and to 
i Giant; on the San Pablo Bay side, was originally 
“flownéd by one- Castro, who could neither read nor 
} write the English language, and he put his cross 
mark on two deeds, conveying: the entire Rancho 
Hunto two different persons, claiming afterward that 
ihe had been deceived by his manipulators, and did 
not: know they were deeds. 

The selling of portions of the ranch under those 
| two antagonistic titles, soon produced a state of great 
4confusion, which resulted in a law suit of over thirty 
} years’ duration, and the final partition of the ranch 
Ito. the several claimants, thus knocking out the ob- 
j struction to city building, but sadly disappointing 
}imany of those who thought they possessed fine 
j ranches, but found their hcpes vanished into filmy 
j air, their holdings reduced to a mere bagatelle com- 
| pared with their supposed possessions. The settling 
‘fy of the titles gave an impetus to business which has, 
jin great measure, compensated for their sad disap- 
} pointments, and this wonderful city, which was 
] Waiting to be born, sprang at once {nto great activi- 
i ty, and its unparalelled growth is only the manifes- 
tation of the long pent-up energy. 

Richmond has been heralded, far and wide, as the 
most rapidly growing city in the whole country; the 
safest and ‘the most profitable place for investment; 
the most advantageous location for manufacturing 
and other enterprises; and the seaport with the 
greatest comparative future when the Panama Canal 
is in operation. These seem strong claims, but are 
fully justified, Looking at the young giant as it is. 
Hrealizing what it has accomplished in so short a 
itime, and considering all the reasons for its future 
H growth, one must admit that the claims are based 
ea facts—solid facts. Many superlatives have been 
i used in connection with the development and the 
evident future of this queen city of the Pacific coast, 
but the laudations have fallen far short of the 
reality. Richmond has broken all records for rapid 
growth, and actual facts are such as to leave no 
room for doubt that an era of still vastly greater 
development is on the tapis. It is an industrial 
and shipping city: a factory seaport with one of the 
finest natural harbors, and some of thé largest man- 
ufacturing plants on the Pucific coast. The Stan- 
dard Oil company has an investment here of about 
$20,000,000 and employs from two to three thou- 
sand men; the Pullman Car Shops have about 800 
employees; the Santa Fe R. R. Shops, over 500; 
the Steel and Pipe Works, over 300. Then there is 
Winehaven, the largest winery in the world; the 


mond Furniture Factory: the Structural Steel Works: 
the Pressed Brick Factory; the Can Factory;. the 
Whale Oil Factory; the Enterprise Foundry; and 
other shops and industries, which entitle Richmond 
to be called ‘‘The Work-Shops of the Pacific Coast.” 

Some idea of the past and present growth may 
be gained by comparing the following figures. The 


6,280; and figuring on the school enrollment. from 
usual percentage basis, the population is now more 
thar 20,000. In 1911-12. the enrollment in-. the 
schools was 1,275; now it is 2,200.

In the last two years, the 
school enrollment has almost doubled; 
years, the assessment has quadrupled; and in one 
year, the postal receipts have almost doubled. 

Let us now inquire into some of the causes of 
these facts. Every result has a cause, and these 
tremendous results must have correspondingly im- 
Mense causes, San Francisco Bay, the greatest nat- 
ural harbor in the entire world, is so centrally situ- 
ated on the western coast of North America that it 
must of necessity receive and ship the principal 
portion of the products from the interior of this 
continent, seeking market across the ocean, and 
the commodities coming from those trans ocean-lto- 
calities for the interior of this country, umst be 
handled from the same bay. Now, what is the logical 
point from which to handle this exportation and im- 
portation? San Francisco is on a peninsula, ard 
must receive its material for export and send that 
for distribution to the interior, across the bay, or 
send it a long way round, in either case, causing a 
considerable delay and additional expense. Then 
San Francisco’s water front is already crowded, and 
has very little room for expansion so as to accommi- 
date the increasing volume of trade that will be 
coming. Oakland is on the main land, but her wa- 
ter front is shallow, large vessels not being able 
to get nearér the shore than about four miles, fut 
Richmond is on the main land, directly in front of 
the Golden Gate, has an abundance of deep water 
right at shore, and sits here holding out her hands 
to the markets of the world, saying, “Here am I, 
abundantly able, ang amply equipped to be at your 
service; and’ those markets will always accept such 
invitations. At Richmond, ship can unload to car 
and car to ship, thus saving much delay and un- 
necessary labor which would result from shipping 
either way from San Francisco. In the very, few 
years of its existence, Richmond has jumped to sec-

_ ond place among the cities of California, asa ship- 


ping port, San Francisco only, beihg ahead. 

For manufacturing, no other city on the Pacific 
coast has a natural situation equat to Richmond's. 
Being central on the coast, and having an abuadance 
of transportation, rail and deep water, it is admirah- 
ly situated for obtaining the material for ‘manufac- 
turing and for the distribution of the manufacturers, 
Then we have the natural fuel of this coast which we 
pipe directly to the furnaces of the factorias. Then 
again, there is here a very tenaceous sub-stratum 
of clay, which will sustain the weight of the heaviest 
machinery without the necessity of filling the ground 
with piles as is the case in San Francisco.. Hence 
Richmond is destined to be the Sreatest manufac- 
turing city on the Pacific coast: the numerous plants 
already here, with their thousands of employees, 
being an ernest of those soon to qome. ‘This rapid 
srowth cannot help continuing with great accelera- 
tion, as the demands are heaping so rapidly npon us. 

The opening of the Panama Canal will immensely 
increase, yea, multiply, the foreign trade coming to 
San Francisco Bay, The facilities for properly 
housing and handling this trade on the other side of

The municipal tunnel, 
wharf, and readway are rapidly assuming shape; the 
Inner Harbor is on the way; and wharves and ware- 
houses must be hurriedly constructed in order to 
Properly care for this volume of trade so soon com- 
ing. This preparation, together with the attention 
attracted by the unusnal activity, will mean rapid 
building of all Kinds, and the installation of numer- 
ous factories as the superior advantages here are 
discovered to the people. 

These big facts, these actual conditions, plainly to 
be seen by every one, are what insure the future of 
tichmond. More factories are coming end more will 
come; and this coming of factories means the coming 
of other Industries and interests. As the Panama 
Canal is brought into use, shipping activity will bo 
sO vastly greater than now as to bear no compari- 
son; and of whatsoever comes to San Francisco Bay, 
Richmond, on account of its natural conditions, its 
superior facilities, must receive a good, big LION’S 
SHARE. 

With the present rate of development, and the 
great acceleration it will receive by the opening of 
the Panama Canal it would not be unreasonable to 
calculate that, within .ten years, THE QUEEN CITY 
OF THE PACIFIC COAST will be able truthfully to 


claim a population of a HUNDRED THOUSAND 
SOULS.
